Expoanre of Pay olio, the KngllNh
Mystery.

The correspondent of the Cincinnati
CommerciBl writes from London: The
mystery of " Psjcho" bag beco discov-
ered. You may remomber that " Phy-ch-o

" is the wonderful automaton exhib-
ited by Maskelyne, the conjuror, which,
for a long time, has been puzzling the
brain of scientific men by its accurate
playing of whijt. That " Pnycho " was
in some way connected with and guided
by a human brain was, for a long time,
certain, but as it was completely isolated
on the top of a simple glass cylinder,
and do possible connection with any one
behind the curtain conceivable, it grew
to be our greatast mystery. The great
men of the royal society went to exam-
ine it, but were all beaten. But, finally,
a young American W. H. Coffin,
son of Dr. G. W. Coffin, a cele-
brated American dentist in Lon
don after five visits, hit udou the
secret, Maskelyne himsell being una-
ble to submit his figure to the test pro-
posed. The solution is that "Pyscho"'
is worked by the condensation and
diminution of the column of air in the
glass cylinder on the top of which be
sits. Beneath the carpet at the bottom
of this cylinder is a perfotated plate of
zinc, counected with the operator be-

hind the scenes, who, at his will, may
increase or decrease the column of air,
the figure moving one way or another
in accordance with the pressure put
upon it. The conjuror wa&r at first dis
posed to deny the explanation, but Cof-
fin told the audience that it could easily
be tested by MaskelyDe allowing him to
put a newspaper between the figure and
the cylinder. This the conjuror de-

clined, and then followed greatpplnuse,
wben it becaraerc cognized that "Pyscho"
as a mystery was at laxt dead, or at
least had fairly reached his Collin.

A new Juggernaut, it is said, has been
set moving in society, and thousands an-
nually full beneath its wheels.

Knrly Uonpowder Hnnnraetare.
Walt ham Abbey Mills ate probably

the oldest in Great Britain. They must
hat-- been established nbout the middle
of the sixteenth century, for e know
that before that time nearly all the pow-
der used in England was imported from
the Continent But in 1 5G1 we heard of
John Tbomworth, of Wahham, buying
as agent for Queen Elizabeth, saltpeter,
sulphur and staves for making barrels.
In the following century the parish reg-
ister shows entries of deaths resulting
from explosions at the mills; and Fuller,
who was rector of Waltham, alludes in
one of his works to the dangers of the
manufacture, remarking that the mills
were iblown up five times during the
seven years of his residence in the par-
ish. 1 The only wonder is, that explosions
were not far more frequent in the old
factories, where the elaborate precautions
now adopted were utterly uuknown.
Powder was allowed to accumulate in
heaps on the floor, Bpirits of wine was
used instead of water to moisten the in-

gredients, under the impression that it
made better and stronger powder, and
tho drying process was effected by heat'
ing the powder on metal plates over a
fire without any means of regulating the
temperature.
